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Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office action is responsive to amendments received on 10/17/2005. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1 -9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being anticipated by Crosland 
(US 6,330,631). 

Claims 1 and 6. Crosland discloses memory 1 6 (figure 1 ) storing bytes of data lines 
and buffer first and second sections of memory (first and second bus) and memory access 
controller comprising a shifter with an input connected to receive bytes from memory in 
accordance with the shift value for storage (see col. 1 , lines 31-43, col. 2, lines 36-47 and col. 
1 0, lines 43-62). Crosland further discloses that the movement of bytes can vary from 
implementation to implementation and essentially the storage in the said memory sections 
can, inherently be at the same time depending on shift value (see col. 1 2 lines 57 through 
col. 13, lines 1-8, figure 8, also, see Response to Arguments below). 



Claim 2. The system disclosed by Crosland discusses that offset fields is operated on and 
returned in the same address location as originally read. Therefore inherently packet buffer 
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controller, as referred above, comprises a wrap-around shifter register (see col. 1 , lines 43- 
52). 

Claim 3. Crosland discloses masking a line on a byte-by-byte basis, although the 
selection is applicable to other basis as well (see col. 1 1 , lines 8-24). 

Claims 4. 5 and 7. Crosland further discloses a control logic that selects the bits or bytes 
by operating the shift and accumulate unit to operate in successive cycles for successive 
sets of input bytes (see col. 1 , lines 43-60). 

Claims 8 and 9. Crosland discloses writing write bytes of the shifted line of data, that 
are in unmasked position, into the buffer and reading output data from first and second 
lines (see steps in figure 7A, col. 7, lines 21 through col. 8, lines 1-60). 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on 10/17/2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

The Applicant amended claims 1 and 6 by adding "wherein storage in said first section 
and in said second section occur simultaneously " and referred to page 8, lines 1 1-12 of 
the Specification for support. However, the Examiner failed to see, from the cited area, 
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that the storage is occurring simultaneously , as claimed herein. Applicant is requested 
to provide additional support and explanation in support of added limitation. 

The cited art, Crosland, does not specifically disclose a simultaneous storing 
bytes of data in lines but the disclosure is essentially the same as claimed herein and 
recited in the rejection of claims 1 and 6 above.
